WASHINGTON (IP) - Sec- 
retary of Defense Lovett will be 
called before Congress upon bis 
return from Lisbon to explain 
what some legislators said was a 
plan for further separating the 
armed services. 
Chairman Bonner (D., N.C.) said 
his House Expenditures subcommit­ 
tee has seen. m. pentagon document 
in Berlin directing the Air Force to 
establish Its own supply system, its 
own corps of engineers and other 
special services. 
These havev been 
furnished in the past by the Army. 
Rep. Brownson (R., Ind.) said the 
cost of setting up separate Air Force 
services “runs Into billions of dol­ 
lars.”

The chairman said the subcom­ 
mittee will hear Lovett, chairman 
Small of the munitions board and 
the three service secretaries in a 
dosed .session. It will be1 held two 
or three days after Lovett returns, 
Bonner told newsmen. 
CLOSED SESSION 
The question arose during an open 
hearing yesterday, and Bonner sud­ 
denly shifted the subject with the 
statement “we’ll have to discuss 
these things in executive session.” 
The implication was the subcom­ 
mittee had picked up additional in­ 
formation of a security nature dur­ 
ing its trip last year to the Far East 
and. Europe. Bonner told newsmen, 
he saw the Pentagon document In 
Germany. 
The subcommittee probed a wide 
range of subjects yesterday in con­ 
tinuing its effort to locate waste 
and duplication in the military es­ 
tablishment It will continue hear­ 
ings next Wednesday, with Karl 
R. Bendetsen, assistant secretary of 
the Army, as main witness. 
Bonner opened yesterday’s hear­ 
ing by saying the unification act 
made the secretary of defense re 
sponsible tor eliminating duplica­ 
tion in the operation of the armed 
services. 
EXPENSIVE DUPLICATION 
The subcommittee contends that 
many purchasing practices, includ­ 
ing the two billion dollar annual 
clothing program, mean expensive 
duplication. 
Archibald S. Alexander, under 
secretary of the Army, told the sub­ 
committee he did not believe there 
was any unncessary duplication to 
present practices.

400.000 fewer workers this year 
than last, the Bureau of Labor 
statistics said today. 
Even so, it added, workers on 
new construction will, average 
about two million a month, 
making 1952 the fifth year in a 
row to hit that mark. 
The decline springs mainly 
from metals and m a t e r i a l s 
shortages, the report, said. 
'Private: new construction is. 
expected to average between 1,- 
375.000 and 1,400,000 jobs, small­ 
est number since 1946. On the 
other hand, anticipated public 
construction labor needs, at 
650.000 to 675,000, would be the 
highest since 1943.

Ron, a good-looking senior from 
Mark Keppel High school to Al­ 
hambra, has his mind made up on 
lots of other state Issues after two 
dajto as top official of the YMCA 
model legislature in the Capitol 
building.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Everybody But Supervisors 
Knows About Hiway Hazards 


Everybody in M^in county knows there is 
an urgent need for alleviating hazards along 
Highway 101. 
Everybody, that is, with the apparent ex­ 
ception of our county board of supervisors. At 
least Jthat is the conclusion one must come to, 
judging from that body's recent action — or 
inaction. 
Day before yesterday, Feb. 28, was the date 
set by the state highway commission for re­ 
ceiving from the various counties of the Red­ 
wood Empire priority lists for state highway 
work within their respective county limits. 
Press service reports of the highway com­ 
mission's Thursday meeting in Sacramento 
told of the various priority projects advocated 
by the various counties. All the Redwood Em­ 
pire counties — Sonoma, Napa, Lake, Mendo­ 
cino, Humboldt, Del Norte, San Francisco city 
and county, and even Josephine county in 
Oregon — submitted their picas for alleviation 
of the worst hazards in their respective counties. 
All the Redwood Empire counties, that is, 
except Marin. 
It is regrettably understandable that the state 
highway commissioners may conclude that, be­ 
cause Marin made no recommendations, our 
highway hazards aren’t very great here. Even 
if our supervisors do submit their priority list 
at some future date, the state officials couldn’t 
be blamed for assuming our problems aren’t 
"hurting” us very much and therefore could 
possibly be delayed until after some of the 
"aqueaking wheels” are attended to. 
Who’* to blame for this blunder of our 
supervisors? 
Was it that they didn’t know they would be 


upon to mike recommendations this 


That’s not right because as long ago as last 
November far-sighted Supervisor George White- 
ley urged hi* colleague* to begin then studying 
'to determine which of our hazardous spots 
along 101 should receive first attention. “Let’s 
give this some thought and be ready with our 
recommendations when the time comes,” he 
said in effect. 
Unfortunately, his colleagues failed to act 
on his suggestion. Like so many other con­ 
structive suggestions made to the board, this 
one too "died on the vine.” 
Was it that the Redwood Empire association 
somehow didn’t get the word to our county, 
although all other member counties obviously 
were adequately informed in advance? 
That could hardly be the case since the task 
of gathering the recommendations and arrang­ 
ing for their presentation to the highway com­ 
mission was handled by the supervisors unit 
of the R.E.A., headed by none other than Fred 
Bagshaw, the chairman of our Marin board 
of superv isors. 
If it turns out that Marin finds itself well 
down on the state priority list of counties whose 
traffic hazards are to receive attention during 
the coming fiscal year, it is quite clear that 
we shall have no one to blame but our own 
supervisors. 
Either they don’t collectively feel that the 
hazards along our highways are sufficiently 
great to get worked up about, or they have 
been derelict in their duties.

If city officials, planning commission members, or 
other Interested persons require such documents for 
study or perusal, in any other location than the 
city hall, a reasonable number of extra copies of 
such original plan, survey, or document, should be 
required to be submitted by the parties concerned. 
But in no case should original copies be taken 
out of the city hall and the public denied the right 
to Inspect the same — Sausalito News. 


Songwriting Is Tough Business 
For Amateur To Break Into 


MATTER OF FACT 
US Must Not 
Rely On 
False Belief

WASHINGTON—What ia non­ 
sense and what is worth reporting? 
Are facts to be taken seriously 
if they are undoubted as facts, 
and have already caused a consid­ 
erable stir among the govern­ 
ment’s Intelligence chiefs and 
technical experts? Or are they 
to be laughed off, because they 
may mean nothing, and quite 
probably do not mean as much 
as their sheer mystery suggests? 
All these questions are raised by 
facts that follow: 
On Jan. 29, one of our B-29 
bombers performing a solitary 
mission In Korea, was flying at 
somewhat more than 20,000 feet 
above the town of .Wonsan. The 
bomber's speed was slightly under 
200 miles per hour. The time wai 
shortly before midnight. Simul­ 
taneously, two members of the 
B-lt’s crew, the lonely rear gun­ 
ner In the tall and the Are con­ 
trol man in the waist, saw the 
same peculiar object. 
IT WAS ROUND, AND BOTH 
airmen thought it was disc-shap­ 
ed. It was orange in color, and 
around Its circumference It seem­ 
ed to have a series of small bluish, 
flames, subsequently described as 
being like the flames of a gas stove. 
Judging its distance and its 
size was naturally difficult, but 
both airmen thought close to their 
B-29, and only about three feet 
in diameter. .To both of them, it 
seemed to fly with a revolving mo­ 
tion. For a full five minutes, this 
object moved parallel to the plane 
—or at least the two airmen 
thought it did—and then It disap­ 
peared. 
When the B-29 completed Ita 
mission, the two airmen reported 
what they had seen to their squad­ 
ron Intelligence officer. Both men 
had combat experience in World 
War II as well as in Korea, and 
both were considered steady, sen­ 
sible fellows. Hence the Intelli­ 
gence officer, who might other­ 
wise have been Inclined to ignore 
their tale, rather gingerly trans- 
mtted a rioutlne report to head­ 
quarters. 
AT HEADQUARTERS, THE re­ 
port might also have been ignored, 
as the product of fancy, If another, 
almost closely similar report had. 
not been almost simultaneously 
received. This second report, 
which came from an entirely dif­ 
ferent squadron, also concerned 
the observation of a fire, control 
man and waist gunner In a B-29 
on a mission on the night of Jan. 
29.

NEW YORK m — "The reason 
there are so many songwriters,” 
said Steve Allen, who Is one him­ 
self, "is because it doesn’t take 
long to write a song and because 
It desn’t take any talent." 
Allen estimates amateur song­ 
writers comprise a larger group 
with special Interests than any 
other, except possibly horse 
players. 
"For almost all of these people, 
there Is no hope that their songs 
will ever be published” he con­ 
tinued. "There is no other .field 
so firmly closed to newcomers. 
There’s about one chance in 100,- 
000 that an amateur’s song will be 
published” 
ALLEN IS PRETTY WELL 
qualified on a number of scores 
to discuss the problem of the un­ 
sung, unpublished songwriter. For 
one thing he’s master of cere­ 
monies of a network television 
show, "Songs For Sale.” 
* 
Each week the songs of four un­ 
knowns are picked for presenta­ 
tion, and each is given an expen­ 
sive, elaborate production with 
vocals by a big-name singer. It 
Is somewhat significant that after 


almost two years of operation, 
during which hundreds of new 
songs have been launched, not a 
single one has hit the nation’s top- 
ten song lists. 
"That,” said Allen, "will give 
youn some Idea of the problems— 
and remember that most of these 
have been good songs. Most ama­ 
teur songs aren’t good.” 
The show now is receiving be­ 
tween 1,500 and 2,000 song manu­ 
scripts each week, a figure which 
occasionally rises as high as 5,000. 
Of these, about one per cent are 
culled as possibilities. The rest 
are returned with a polite rejec­ 
tion slip.. The one per cent .is 
further whittled. 
"IT’S 80 EASY TO WRITE a 
song—it’s not easy to write a good 
song, of course—that the supply 
Is always much greater than the 
demand,” Allen continued. 
"If song writers would go at the 
Job 'the way actors or writers 
usually do—studying and practic­ 
ing—they could have a lot of fun. 
An amateur songwriter can get 
his songs played around in his 
community, 'write special material 


for amateur functions and get to 
be quite a big man around his 
town. It gets bad when they try 
to get toto the professional field.” 
Allen described "Songs For Sale” 
and other programs using unpub­ 
lished songs as "a drop in the 
bucket” and added a note of cau­ 
tion to song-writing hopefuls. 
"I don’t believe there’s another 
group as easly taken as song­ 
writers” he said.

They are eager to 
pay money to some guy who says 
he can fix up their song for $10

CAPITOL SIDELIGHT 
Airmen Face 
Hazard Of 
Striking Bird 
By HARMAN W. NICHOLS 
WASHINGTON <U,»—The littls 
bird taught man to fly and today 
man is fighting the bird. 
Our feathered friends can raise 
the very devil with an airplane. 
The British are doing something 
about It. The Society of British 
Aircraft Constructors has put out 
a leaflet suggesting that tha size 
and the speed of certain birds 
should be considered to the manu­ 
facture of the glass that keep* 
out the winj and protects the pilot 
and tha passengers. 
# 
THE BRITISH "CIVIL air­ 
worthiness” requirements, from 
which designers work, now reads: 
"On all public transport planes, 
windows, which, to. the event of 
breakage, might injure the pilot 
shall be capable of withstanding 
impact of a four-pound bird." 
The calculations require adding 
bird speed to aircraft speed. The 
British are experimenting with a 
model window, a model bird and a 
machine that will put the two in 
violent collision. 
The Idea is to get all these In­ 
ventions going and then test them 
with all kinds of wind conditions. 
This will take a little time. Among 
other things, the British must 
learn the weight and speed of the 
"average bird” over areas where 
the British airlines fly. 
IN THE NORMAL COURSE of 
things, the British pilot hat only 
to fight the head winds, down 
drafts and four-pound birds. But, 
say, he is scheduled to fly over In­ 
dia. He might run head-on into 
an Indian vulture which weighs 
between 10 and 15 pounds. 
The bird model is made of rags. 
In the past, cannons have been 
used to lire against the "wind­ 
screens” ir windows at whatever 
speed Is desired. But as man pro­ 
gresses, and speed Is Increased, the 
performance is changed. Now, the 
Idea is to attach the bird to a 
whirling rotor arm and release 
it in the direction of the window. 
Something like a small boy would 
send a green grape at a target 
with a sling shot. 
At the Royal Aircraft establish­ 
ment, tests are now being made to 
reverse. 
The window is fired at the blrdl 
The window 'is .mounted on a 
rocket-propelled trolley. It is shot 
along rails until it smacks toto the 
model bird, which is suspended 
above the track. 
AMERICAN PILOTS HAV1 
much the same problem. 
I have been aboard Air Force 
traintog command planes, when 
the pilot and all hands on board 
have had the shivers because a 
flock of ducks or geese appeared. 
These birds fly in perfect for­ 
mation with, the drake or the 
gander leading the way. 
The Canadian goose weighs be­ 
tween eight and 19 pounds. He 
comes at you at the rate of 44 
miles an hour. Some ducks, ac­ 
cording to the Fish and Wild Life 
Service, although they don’t weigh 
so much, can fly up to a mile a 
minute. 
One of these can conk a motor 
or bust a window, or kill some­ 
body. 
Jet pilots have no such worries. 
Birds can’t fly as high as they can.

Each writer 
also received a recording of his 
song, done by a famed vocalist 
with full orchestration. This 
serves as a "demonstration record” 
if he’s lucky enough to get a pub­ 
lisher to listen to it. 
The trouble 'with songwriting' by 
amateurs—and the thing that 
keeps all of them writing—is that 
once to a June moon a song 
breaks through which fractures all 
the rules.

Reds Ease Troop Rotation, 
Protest ’Massacre’ By U.S.

PANMUNJOM <U.P> — Communist 
negotiators yielded to the Allies on 
troop rotation today, but injected 
a new issue into the truce talks 
with a bitter protest against the 
massacre” of 69 Reds In the Koje 
Internment camp. 
The break in the troop rotation 
deadlock came in staff officer talks 
on supervision of a truce. The Reds 
bowed to United Nations demands 
for rotation of at least 35,000 troops 
a month during a truce after refus­ 
ing for more than a week to go 
above 30,000. 
The agreement removed one more 
obstacle to an armistice, but the 
Communist “massacre” protest in 
staff officer talks on prisoners 
threatened new delays. 
Communist Col. Tsai Chen Wen 
lodged what he called a “serious 
protest” against the killing of 69 
Communist civilian internees and 
wounding of 142 others by Ameri­ 


can security forces in a riot in 
camp on Koje island Monday. 
'The Red internees, armed with 
clubs and knives, killed one Ameri­ 
can soldier and wounded 23 others 
before U.S. troops restored order. 
Tsai said the American troops 
had “barbarously massacred” the 
civilian internees. He demanded a 
“clear account for the slaughter.11 
The Communist officer said the 
riot proved “the utter bankruptcy 
of your absurd principle of so-called 
voluntary repatriation.” He Implied 
that the Cominunlsts involved ac­ 
tually were Red soldiers captured 
by the Allies and reclassified as 
civilians in an attempt to deny 
them eventual repatriation. 
Tsai also demanded an account­ 
ing' of the 44,000 Communist prison­ 
ers who he said have been reclassi­ 
fied as South Koreans or civilians 
by the U. N,.

ST. LOUIS (A*)—A group of'ele­ 
mentary school principals has come 
up with a plan to combat what it 
terms unwarranted and irrespon­ 
sible criticism of teachers and school 
administrators — an education pro­ 
gram for the general public.

Improving Weather 
Helps Employment 


Improving weather is h e lp in g 
take up the unemployment slack in 
the building trades caused by heavy 
January rains that left hundreds 
jobless in Marin, it' was reported 
today by Winifred C. Oruit, state 
employment office chief in San 
Rafael. 
Gruit said that construction work­ 
ers accounted for 70 per cent of all 
Marin unemployed la s t month. 
Many of the remalhder were the re­ 
tail trade, which suffered a post­ 
holiday slump, and the service in­ 
dustries, he added. 
“With the outlook for improv­ 
ing weather, there are signs that 
construction operations will soon be 
resumed,” Gngt s t a t e d in his 
monthly report. “While the unem­ 


ployed group is still fairly large, a 
number of workers have already 
been called back to their jobs.” 
During January, Gruit's office re 
ceked a weekly average of 138 new 
unemployment insurance claims, 
compared with a figure of 95 for 
December. Continued claims soared 
from 238 to 450. 
Marin was not alone in the em- 
ploj&nent slump. In the rest of the 
Bay area, thenumber of those with 
jobs dropped from an estimated 
1,008,000 in December to 988,000 bjt 
mid-January^ 
Employment i n manufacturing 
stayed almost unchanged In other 
counties be cause of substantial 
gains in ship repairing which offset 
losses in other industries. 


BAD CHECK CASHED 


Sheriff Walter B. Sellmer, in a 
letter to the Independent-Journal, 
said this week that he had been 
asked “a number of questions in 
connection with the custody of 
juveniles in our county jail” by a 
Mill Valley woman.

The Marin County Society for 
Crippled Children is a vital link in 
the closely meshed chain of organ­ 
isations stretching across the nation 
which are dedicated solely to bring­ 
ing help and hope to physically 
handicapped boys and girls. 
This praise of the Marin organ­ 
isation came from Harry A. Mit­ 
chell, president of the California 
Society for Crippled Children in 
a commendation to Mrs. Evelyn B. 
Levy, president of the local chapter. 
In no other county are crippled 
children given the opportunity to 
develop to their maximum physical 
and mental capacity as they are in 
ours, Mr. Mitchell pointed out. 
"That such opportuity is possible 


'Bones7 Found 
Guilty, Faces 
20-Year Term 
RENO (if)—Elmer (Bones) Rem- 
mer was in Washoe county jail to­ 
day awaiting sentence on four 
counts of evading 838,469 in income 
taxes during 1944 and 1945. 
The red-faced 240-pound Califor- 
nia-Nevada gambler was convicted 
last night after the longest trial in 
Nevada federal court history. He 
faces a possible 20-year sentence 
and $40,000 in fines. 
The Jury failed to agree on two 
other counts, charging evasion of 
8122,218 in 1948 taxes. The vote on 
those reportedly was 7 to 5 for con­ 
viction. 
Judge Roger T. Foley made a rou­ 
tine request for a probation report 
and set next Friday for sentencing. 
He denied a motion to release Rem­ 
iner on his 815,000 bail. He declined 
also a request for higher bail. 
Afteg the verdict was read, de­ 
fense Attorney Leslie C. Gillen an­ 
nounced his intention of filing a 
motion for a new trial. 
The bulky gambler still faces a 
civil tax suit in the Ü.S. tax court 
since the government claims Rem- 
mer owes $867,373 in unpaid taxes 
for 1941 to 1948. 
Renner b it his composure when 
he was booked at the jail and 
marled to reporters: 
“I’m sick of pictures and news­ 
papers. They're the ones that put 
me in the can,” San Francisco pa­ 
pers covered the trial in detail. 
Later, he apologized, "I'm sorry 
I was so crabby * 
He was anything but “crabby 
when the verdict came in. He patted 
Gillen on the face and said: “Don’t 
feel bad , . . phone Helen (his wife 
In El Cerrito) and Bill (his brother 
in Oakland) and tell ’em not to 
worry.” 
It took the government 11 weeks 
of trial to get a conviction. A two- 
week postponement was caused by 
snowstorms and blocked roads from 
Reno to Carson City where the trial 
was held. - 
There were 44 days of testimony, 
during which 63 witnesses were 
called—53 for the prosecution and 
10 for the defense. 
The main point of contention in 
the trial was whether the 53-year- 
old gambler's many partners in va­ 
rious Bay Area and Nevada business 
enterprises were legitimate partners 
in the years from 1944 to 1946. 


Is entirely due to the voluntary and 
sympathetic s u p p o r t of citizens 
such as those of Marin county who 
follow our traditional way of life 
by'lending a hand to others less 
fortunate than themselves ” he said.

for crippled children; therapeutic 
swimming, and summer camping. 
These services, he said, are forti­ 
fied by the broader over - ail 
functions of the state and national 
societies which specialize in public 
and parent education, research and 
advisory services. 
• 
The 1952 Easter Sea! appeal, to be 
launched March 13, will conclude 
Easter Sunday, ’April 13. It will be 
conducted to raise funds to support 
the services maintained by the 
crippled children's societies, Mit­ 
chell pointed out. He said these ser­ 
vices do not duplicate those offered 
by any other public or private 
agency. 
“Ninety-two cents out of every 
Easter Seal dollar contributed to the 
Marin County Society lor Crippled 
Children stays in California to ‘lend 
a hand’ to needy boys and girls with 
any type of physical handicap,” he 
said.“Seventy cent* of th e same 
Easter Seal dollar remains In the 
county itself to help finance the 
year-round program of services, 
designed to meet the needs of all 
crippled children in the commun­ 
ity.”Citing the dose relationship of 
the Marin County Society for 
Crippled Children to the state and 
national organizations, M itc h e ll 
pointed out how each group supple­ 
ments the work of the other 


A—Juveniles are transferred to 
the County Jail when such Juve­ 
niles become unmanageable and 
cannot be controlled by those In 
charge of the Hall, 
Q—What is the reaction of juve­ 
niles when they are placed in a 
cell provided for them at the Jail? 
A—Such Juveniles generally re­ 
tain a revengeful attitude—be­ 
come abusive, sarcastic and de­ 
structive. The use of vile language 
is usually ever prevalent. The tear­ 
ing and burning of blankets, mat­ 
tresses and other jail property; the 
destruction of p lu m b in g , wash 
bowls, toilets, window screens, heat­ 
ers, lights and walls is a common 
occurrence. 
Q—What if any ventilation is 
there in the cell provided for Juve­ 
niles? 
A—The ceil is provided with air 
conditioning and direct controlled 
outside ail' 
Qw-What* provisions are made for 
the cleanliness of mattresses and 
blankets? 
A—Our mattresses are fumigat­ 
ed periodically. The blankets are 
washed once a month at the 
county farm ana are provided clean 
to the inmate upon «arrival. 
Q—What arrangements for read­ 
ing matter, If any, is available to 
the Juveniles? 
A—We have supplied, books and 
magazines also checkers and other 
games. These are often used to 
choke up the toilet, causing the 
water to overflow into the cell and 
causing the cell to be flooded. 
Games are usually tom to bits and 
thrown about. Left-over food is 
dumped or thrown against the 
walls. Obscene p i c t u r e s and 
language are drawn on the walls 
and floor. 
Q—What is your requirement re­ 
garding the fingerprinting of juve­ 
niles and sending of such prints to 
the Federal Bureau of Investigd* 
tion? 
A—Wa fingerprint only juveniles 
who have committed felonies or 
those whose crimes have been repe­ 
titious. The only fingerprints sent 
to the FBI axe of juveniles who 
have been guilty of a major felony. 
All other fingerprintts are filed in 
our own identification bureau for 
reference in possible future of­ 
fenses

BAN FRANCISCO (IP) — Cabl* 
cars, trolleys, and buses $ra rolling 
again on San Francisco streets. A 
strike which had immobilized the 
municipal transportation system for 
the past three days ended at mid­ 
night. 
Even the Powell- Jackson cable 
line, seed of the strike which blos­ 
somed Wednesday, was back in op­ 
eration. 
The strike ended last night when 
members of the AFL Carmen’s 
union unanimously approved a set­ 
tlement their officers reached with 
city officials after Superior Judge 
Albert C. Wollenberg granted in­ 
junctions to both the city and the 
union. 
The Injunctions ordered the car­ 
men to remove their pickets, be­ 
cause state law forbids strikes 
against government agencies, and 
the city was to observe the city 
charter which seta maximum hours 
for railway works at eight hours of 
work within 10 consecutive hours. 
Trouble began last week when six 
men on the Powell cable line pro­ 
tested their schedules called for 
woilüng their eight hours in more 
than 11 hours. Eighty-five co-work­ 
ers agreed with the protest and the 
91 struck the line Sunday. 
After Mayor Elmer E. Robinson 
delivered an ultimatum ordering 
the men to return to work or lose 
their jobs, the rest of the 1,300 AFL 
Carmen backed the cable men by 
striking Wednesday. The 1100 CIO 
Carmen observed AFL picket lines 
and refused to work. 
Mayor Robinson last night said 
there 1 would be no retaliation 
against the men. He lifted the sus­ 
pension of the 91 original strikers. 
He said work schedules also 
would be reduced immediately to 
the 10-hour maximum. 
Municipal Railway official! esti­ 
mated that complying with the or­ 
der would cost somewhere betwe 
$1,500,000 and $4,000,000 a year.

However, two states led Califor­ 
nia in number of licenses sold. 
First was Michigan, with 1,089,864 
licenses for $2,077,084. Next was 
Wisconsin, where fishermen paid 
$2,068.019 for 1,029,355 licenses. 
Country-wide figures show that 
16,026,699 persons bought fishing 
licenses during fiscal year 1951, pay­ 
ing out *35,554,285 for the privilege 
of stalking the creatures of the 
deep. 


While there were about three and- 
a-half million less hunting licenses 
sold during the fiscal year, more 
I money was spent because of higher 
license fees. 
A total of $37,840,791 was collect­ 
ed from 12.660,993 hunters. 
Incidentally, 
figures 
for 
both 
revenues and number of licenses 
sold in both lines of sport were new 
all-time records.

Canned Meats 
Reserve canned meats for emer­ 
gencies only? Today thrifty home­ 
makers are wisely making them a 
regular part of their weekly menus. 
The wide variety of canned meats 
available in markets adds to meal 
interest and assures the family of 
receiving valuable food nutrients. 
Roast beef is one example of 
canned meat that makes a most 
tempting dinner. The meat in 
gravy may be heated in a few min­ 
utes to serve with creamy noodles 
or with whipped potatoes. 
A canned luncheon loaf may be 
treated as any other loaf. It may 
be garnished with fruit and topped 
with a glaze, then thoroughly 
heated. A brown, sugar-mustard- 
vinegar paste is quite appropriate 
lor glazing the loaf.

Unwrdp Fresh Meat 
Before Storing 
To get the most from the meat 
you buy, it’s important that you 
take proper care off it from the 
time purchased to the time It is 
cooked. 
The first step in correct care Is 
removing the heavy store wrap­ 
pings from the meat. A little dry­ 
ing of the meat surface is desir­ 
able for best keeping. Unwrapped, 
the meat should then be left un­ 
covered or lightly topped with a 
sheet of waxed paper in a shal­ 
low dish or .in the refrigerator 
meat keeper and placed in the 
coldest spot of the refrigerator. 
Cured hams, bacon and other 
wrapped cured meats, and canned 
hams should be stored in the re­ 
frigerator. When cooking bacon, 
remove only the slices to be pre­ 
pared. When left outside, moisture 
will condense on the bacon and 
lessen its keeping qualities. 
After meat is cooked, it should 
be: removed from the bone in as 
large pieces .as. possible, then, tight­ 
ly wrapped for storing in the re­ 
frigerator. Cooked meat is always 
closely covered to prevent further 
drying.

HOLLYWOOD CUP) — Holly­ 
wood at last has come up with a 
newspaper movie that does not 
.star a reporter with a press card, 
in his hatband, a bottle in one 
pocket and a murder solution in 
another. 
Instead, the stars of this epic 
are the first linotype machine . . .

This year's federal income tax for a married

Cold Rooms Unnecessary 
Wtih New Modern Heaters

Oo^ or more cold rooms In. a 
house are quite common—especial­ 
ly since one-story houses started 
to ramble all over the landscape. 
Of course, these rooms are not 
necessarily cold. They’re more like­ 
ly just enough cooler than other 
rooms to make thd house uncom­ 
fortably warm when and if they’re 
brought up to normal. 
In the good old days when every 
room had a fireplace and we dress­ 
ed sensibly in red woolens, people 
paid no attention to this. Now we' 
have to buy space heaters. 
These auxiliary heating units, 
taking the place of the old-iash- 
ioned 
cylindrical 
gas 
heater 
Grandpa used to have in the bath­ 
room. ftemember? When you got 
out of 'the tub shivering and bump­ 
ed into that suffocating gadget, 
you’d get a blister 
where 
you 
couldn’t complain about it. 
MODERN HEATERS have given 
us much refinement over those 
slapstick days. Whether .fired by 


gas or oil, they’re slick aqd more 
or less streamlined. 
Their ef­ 
ficiency has been stepped up while 
their fumes have been stepped 
down. 
One of the niftiest—a perennial 
favorite for some time now—is a 
little steam radiator on casters 
which is heated toy electricity. You 
plug it into Grandma’s room, when 
she insists she's chilly regardless 
of what the thermostat says. Pres­ 
to, she has her own steam heat. 
SOME ENGINEERS say we're 
all wrong when we try to heat th e . 
air in. a room in. order to heat our 
bodies.. They contend lt"s better to 
heat our bodies and leave the air 
cooler for breathing. 
These are 
the advocates of 
radiant 
heat. 
They say: 
Stand, out of the wind on a 
■•bright winter day and feel, the 
heat of the sun. 
'That’s radiant 
heat. 
It warms you much more 
than it warms the air.” 
These men argue that 80 per 
cent of the heat given off by or­ 
dinary radiators warms, the air, 
while O'lily 20 per cent is radiant. 
TO reverse thqse percentages and 
avoid dehydrating the air exces­ 
sively by heating it, they recom­ 
mend radiant heat. 
Industry has come up with radi­ 
ant wall, pañete. 
These panels, made of opaque 
glass, give off heat in the form 
of Infra-red rays, similar to the 
heat that comes from the sun. 
They fit against the wall, calling 
for no replastering or redecorat­ 
ing and not only fill 'the1 bill for 
auxiliary heat, but can be used 
in every room to heat an entire 
house.

Glass Terms 
Useful Aid 
To Consumer 


In selecting fine glassware for 
table and decorative uses, the 
homemaker will find in the glos­ 
sary below many of the terms 
used to describe American hand­ 
made glass: 
HAND-BLOWN STEMWARE — 
Goblets,, champagne glasses, etc., 
that are literally “blown” into 
shape by breath pressure through 
a 4-foot pipe. Hand-blown glass is 
characteristically transparent, lus­ 
trous and marked with a “per­ 
sonality” which stamps it as hand­ 
made, as a painting bears the per­ 
sonality of the artist’s brush in 
the form of brush-marks. 
HANDPRESSED Glassware — 
Shaped in a carefully designed 
metal mold. Plate®, heavy 'bowls 
and larger pieces, as well as .some 
heavier stemware, are made by 
hand-pressing. 
CRYSTAL — Synonymous with 
“fine glass.” Contains a high per­ 
centage of lead, which adds bril­ 
liance,. strength, and durability. 
CUT GLASS — Glassware dec­ 
orated by cutting figures or pat­ 
terns into the surface by pressing 
the glass against a revolving wheel. 
The artisan memorizes the pattern 
and. cuts, it free-hand with no 
marks, on the glass to guide him 
mechanically. 
ETCHED GLASS — Design is 
made by dipping glass into an acid 
bath which eats into its surface 
to create the pattern except where 
the surface has 'been protected, by 
a wax coating. Indentations are 
usually less deep than in cu glass, 
and the designs more intricate. 
LEAD GLASS — Glass contain­ 
ing a substantial proportion of lead 
oxide. 
LIME GLASS — Glass which has 
a, large amount of lime, usually as­ 
sociated with soda and silica. 
CASED GLASS — Plain, trans­ 
parent glass, sometimes completely 
covered with a layer of colored 
glass, which can be cut 'through by 
the artisan, to the level of the clear 
glass beneath, thus creating a 2-* 
color effect. 
MILK GLASS — White colored 
glass made by adding some special 
ingredient like fluorspar or tin to 
the batch... It may have a mat 
finish or a glossy sheen, and may­ 
be decorated with hand-painted 
motifs. 
OVERLAY GLASS —Glass made 
by putting successive layers of dif­ 
ferent colored glass over a glass 
object and cutting away certain

Put on a stout pair of gardening 
gloves, roll your s l e e v e s down 
snugly to protect your arms and 
«Tisis and f i r m l y grasping a 
sharpened pair of pruning shears 
come with me to the rose garden. 
Today we prune roses. 
We have put off pruning our 
roses until this late day because 
«re have learned that pruning roses 
earlief in this área results in oc­ 
casional die báck and weakened 
growth. Frosts coming late In Feb­ 
ruary and early Match will tales 
the enthusiasm away iron»' .any 
growing rose. Particularly d o e s 
frost injure soft wood canes and 
a soft wood cane Is nothing more 
than new growth wood which has 
just been formed this past season. 
FIRST. PRUNE OUT all dead 
wood. Second, challenge branches 
that are crossing into each other. 
Prune them out noasto open up 
the center of your plant. Third, 
a moderate is better than, a severe 
pruning. Therefore l e a v e eight 
eyes on your cane. Whenever pos­ 
sible select outside eyes, that is 
eyes that face the outer section 
of the stem and prune Just above 
an eye about half an. inch. Make 
the cut on a slant (about 45°) and 
this slant is of course to keep the 
dew from soaking in, forcing an 
entrance, and rotting in there. 
In the actual cutting the success 
of that eye wlticfa you. leave de­ 
pends entirely on the sharpness of 
your shear. 
ROSE SOCIETIES recommend 
that you take a jellylike wax, 
which will spread without pushing 
hard to cover all of the cut edge» 
because the raspberry cane borer 
leaves a raspberry bush every time 
he gets a chance to jump on a 
rose and bore down right from 


that freshly cut surface. He does 
,not like wax. 
The tree rose is pruned In iden­ 
tical manner as bushes except that 
you never prune below the bud 
union. The bud union is the knob 
that you see resting at the top of 
the tree from . which the canes 
of your quality roses grow. 
CUMBINQ ROSES m ay be 
worked over a t this time also. 
The new canes are saved and 
tied against the support be it per­ 
gola, wall, or fence. But, old canes, 
those on which you can see seed 
pods and old stocky, twiggy bloom 
stems, should be pruned away. 


They have completed their work. 
What you want now is to give 
the new canes their chance. After 
the old wood has been pruned out 
tie back the whiplike new canes» 
arch them to cover the wall, 
v If you have a climbing roso 
covering an arbor or framing a 
doorway, much of that old wood 
will be did and gnarled and from 
this old gnarled wood will com# 
vigerous new shoo4s. These vigor* 
ous new shoots are going to carry 
the blossoms of 1962 and you- will 
be anxious to save them.

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Seed Catalogue Season Opens New Grass Fig¿ts Weeds 
With New Prize Winner Plants And Disease ... Rated Tops

The Department of Agriculture, 
once again, has given its official 
endorsement to the encouragement 
of the home gardener interested 
in food preservation. 
It i& a highly debatable point 
Whether the home gardener actual­ 
ly ever needs encouragement, but 
one may presume that nod from 
official sources has the effect of 
'directing his. attention, more in. 
the direction of fruit and vege­ 
table-raising and diverting his at­ 
tention somewhat from flowers. 
6EEDMEN and horticulturists 
also do their share in stimulating 
the interests of the home gardener 
by constantly producing new types 
of fruits and. vegetables which 
most hobby gardeners are tempted 
to try. 
This year, for instance, the All- 
America selections .include two 
gold medal awards. One is a new 
bush snapbe&n named “Wade," 
which judges in most parts of tire 
country found to be highly pro­ 
ductive, with straight, round and 
string less pods. The second is 
"Salad Bowl” lettuce, heat-resist­ 
ing, loose-leafed, tender and sweet. 
M is especially recommended tor 
home garden use. Both were de­ 
veloped by the Department of 
Agriculture. 
* 
SILVER MEDALS were .received 
for a heat-resisting, heavy-bearing 
spinach called "America,” and for 
a solid-fleshed pumpkin, “All­ 
neck.” Honorable mention went to 
a French horticultural bush bean, 
"Stringless Hort.” 
No gold medals were passed out 
in the flower classes this year, 
but “Fiesta” cosmos picked up a 
silver medal. It blooms early, is 
a bushy type and grows over two 
feet high. But the big news about 
"Fiesta” is that it brings a real 
ecarlej, hue to the range of cos­ 
mos colors. It self-sows, too. 
HONORABLE MENTIONS were* 
received by three new strains of 
annuals. “Ballerina” is a new, 
dwarf fringed petunia of a rich 
salmon color. “Persian Carpet" 
«iunjas bring rich oriental colors 
to an excellent edging plant. 
"Globe” phlox is another dwarf 


Sedum wisdom — Cynthia Lowry gets it from seed lore. 
plant, with a color range from 
'white' to' dark crimson., nicely 
adapted fo edging, rock garden 
or even window boxes. 
The All-American selections, of 
course, are icing on the garden 
cake and hold a place of dis­ 
tinction in the front of the year’s 
crop of seed-catalogues. There are 
lots of other new and improved 
seeds — and many of the old 
standbys haven’t been bested yet. 
'They are doing great things in 
the way of devéloping small-size 
vegetables and fruits now, for the 
small garden and the small family. 
Some of them are fascinating. 
Midget corn, for instance, is a 
tried and true garden standby, 
with ears from four to six inches 
in length and as tender and hand­ 
some as their larger relatives. 
There are midget watermelons and 
muskmelons, too, as well as the 
small varieties, of 'tomatoes. 


FOR THE BEGINNER gardner, 
however, it's best to stick to rec­ 
ommended 'and established varie­ 
ties. Pick a reputable seedsman 
and take his recommendation for 
the best varieties of your locale, 
climate and soil. You’ll have to 
decide yourself such important 
items as whether you like a short 
snub-nosed carrot, or little round 
re<j buttons of radishes better than 
a white root which looks like an 
Icicle.

In any event, > study the seed 
catalogues carefully, read the des­ 
criptions and decide early what 
you would LIKE to grow. Send in 
your seed order — also early — 
after you’ve made your garden 
plan and discovered how much 
you’ll have room for. 


Home gardeners who spend the 
summer waging b i t t e r warfare 
against crabgrass and other warm 
weather weeds will find a new 
ally in Merlon Bluegrass, a new 
turf grass developed alter Inten­ 
sive research by the United States 
Golf association’s green section.

grass.” Most people like close-mown 
lawns for reasons of appearance,

been forced to let their grass grow 
high. Merion thrives on close mow­ 
ing even in the face of crabgrass 
competition.

ARCHITECTS REPORT 
'Pier Foundations 
Reduce Slide Loss 
William Corlett, A1A, architect 
e( Marin homes and schools, re­ 
ports that new developments in 
architecture may well overcome 
two major fears which have re­ 
stricted hillside development. 
These are: 1. Pear of high-cost 
foundations. 2. Pear of earth slides. 
The answer to these problems, 
he saya, is a pier-type foundation 
similar to those anchoring tall 
buildings to muck, ground, such as. 
that on which buildings rest tn 
downtown San Francisco. 
Such a foundation is an engi­ 
neering principle—not a product, 
Corlett emphasizes. As a principle 
It has been used successfully for 
centuries in building and bridge 
construction. 
However, only in recent years 
have homebuilders adopted the 
technique to. .any 'extent. 
IN USING PIER-TYPE found­ 
ation .architects ignore the costly 
conventional retaining wall-type 
foundation. The piers reduce con­ 
crete use by 50 percent, with a 
consequent saving in foundation 
'Cost., Corlett .says. 
Additional savings are found in 
the lower prices of most steep hill­ 
side lots. 
The pier' foundation, according 
to Corlett, also removes the danger 
of sliding, which usually results 
when foundations crumble under 
the weight of sub-surface water 
against walls during heavy rains. 
With a pier foundation, ‘water 
and loose dirt is not restrained—» 
but is free to move in spaces be­ 
tween the piers. 
AN EXAMPLE of the pier 
foundation to use, Corlett cites a 
newly-built residence to Berkeley 
which cost only $11 per square foot 
to build. The dwelling, located at 
50 Panoramic Way, is built on a 
45-degree slope which stood vacant 


for years because it was considered 
unsafe. Consequently the lot was 
purchased for o n l y $1,000 even 
though it is located to a “premium 
.area.’1' where lots average more 
than $3,000. 
In this case, the house rests on 
eight piers, a. foot-square in. cross- 
section. The piers extend seven 
feet into the ground, resting on 
solid rock. 
The foundations support a three- 
story structure which affords a 
magnificant view of San Francisco 
Bay, and Corlett claims it cost 
no more than an average-sized 
home on a level lot. 
THE ARCHITECT, who main­ 
tains .offices to. San Francisco, 
urges homebuilders who want a 
hillside home not to be driven to 
the flats by their fear of costs. 
He .advises, 'them. to. seek qualified 
advice about pier-type foundations. 
Corlett, a graduate of the Uni­ 
versity of .California. .School of 
Architecture, recently won nation­ 
wide recognition for his design of 
Greenbrae elementary school. 
The school was selected by a 
panel of architects and art critics 
to New York City as one of the 
most outstanding schools designed 
for construction to 1952. The only 
California school chosen, it was 
selected for its attempt to “achieve 
a residential, character that would 
harmonize with the architect-de­ 
signed tract bouses it adjoins.'’ 
Corlett presently is working on

Wright suggests: 
LIVING ROOM. Use wall stor­ 
age to eliminate lots of chests and 
tables. Cover furniture with slip 
covers or with fabrics which can 
be wiped clean with a damp cloth- 
Put all heavy furniture on casters 
for easier housecleardng. Stain- 
proof al. table tops. Eliminate table 
and floor lamps as far as possible. 
Use built-in or pin-up lamps to 
avoid clutter. 
DINING ROOM. .Eliminate it. 
Toss it into the kitchen or the 
living room. 
BEDROOM. Get rid of the tradi­ 
tional. fussy feminine ideal—fluffy 
curtains, fancy bedcovers, dressing- 
table skirts, dirt-catcher carpets. 
Use mitered sheets and electric 
blankets or quilts to cut bedmaking 
time in half. Reduce floor care by 
using a strip of washable carpet 
from 'bed to' dressing area or 'bath­ 
room. 
KITCHEN. If you’re building, 
make it big enough to hold a 
plastic covered sofa, lounge chair, 
radio and possibly, televisión. If 
you're stuck with a small room, 
make it as comfortable and color­ 
ful as possible. Decorate it with 
much care as you would the living 
room. 
'The present young homemaking 
generation faces a problem of re­ 
making itself such as few genera­ 
tions before It have ever known,, 
says Wright. Many of the present 
developments may make for a 
better home life. For example, 
smaller quarters m a k e informal.

Special Cement 
For Tile Patch 
Special tile cements are used to 
replace broken or loose tiles in 
bathroom floors and walls. You 
can obtain these materials from 
plumbing or building supply houses 
or hardware dealers. 
All loose cement is cleaned off 
with a wire brush. Then wet the 
displaced or new tile, apply cement 
to the back and press it into Its 
place. It can be tapped level with 
ad joining tiles by placing a smooth 
block or board over it and tapping 
this gently with, a hammer. 
Patching cement is used to fill 
the joints after the tile is set. This 
patching material is mixed to 
about the consistency of thick 
paint and wiped over the am face 
and into the joints. Before this Is 
thoroughly dry, wipe off the excess 
with a damp cloth. 
Tiles on walls usually are set 
to a mortar mixed with one part 
of Portland cement, two parte of 
sand and water to the amount re­ 
quired. To this, 15 per cent of 
hydrated lime is added for floor 
tiles. But lack of space makes the 
use of prepared tile cements more 
practicable for minor repairs.

How Many New Cars

DETROIT (/P) — Twelve million 
passenger cars were built in the 
last two years and another 5,- 
000.000 will be needed this year. 
At least that’s the claim of 
many car builders, smarting un­ 
der restrictions that promise 'to 
lim.it 1952 car output to not more 
than 4,000,000 units. Some manu­ 
facturers claim replacement de­ 
mand alone will absorb all pas­ 
senger car output unless produc­ 
tion quotas are substantially in­ 
creased. 
Most 
1952 
models, 
especially 
tlw large volume makes, have now 
been introduced. 
ALL INDUSTRY E X P E R T S 
don’t agree another 5,000,000 new 
.cars can be sold this year. .Some 
say 
factory 
output 
would not 
reach that figure even if all ma­ 
terials restrictions suddenly were 
lifted. 
As some experts • view the in­ 
dustry's outlook a sharply intensi­ 
fied sales effort will be needed 
this year to sell 4,000,000 cars. 
Yet 
sales 
executives 
say 
that 
there is an annual market for 5,- 
000,000 new cars for many years 
ahead. 
Analysts who watch sales very 
closely say the car buying public 
is 
becoming 
increasingly 
price 
conscious. Prices have gone up 
materially in the last year on 
most makes of cars and more in­ 
creases currently are being ap­ 
plied or are being worked out. 
Many motorists figure that as 
new car list prices go up so do the 
trade-in allowances on their one 
and. two year old cars. But the 
pricing situation doesn’t always 
work out that way, excepting in 
cases where dealers have more 
cars than orders on hand. 
There are some such dealers in 


certain sections of the country, 
but there is little price discount­ 
ing on new 1952 model cars. In 
most instances the price cuts are 
on 
1951 
models 
which dealers 
were unable to move before the 
new cars came in. 
LATEST 
SURVEYS 
indicate 
used car sales are lagging pretty 
much the same .as new car de­ 
liveries. Certainly the car owner 
with ideas about a quick turnover 
of his 1951 model gets something 
of a jolt when he asks a used car 
dealer for an appraisal. 
He finds it difficult, if not im­ 
possible, 
to 
get 
two-thirds 
of 
what he paid for the car at this 
time last year. Oddly, this is true 
of 
cars in perfect mechanical 
condition with less than average 
mileage accumulation. 
For 
many 
makes 
and 
body 
styles it probably will continue to 
be true through several months 
ahead, although s e a s o n a l in­ 
fluences should increase demand 
for both new and used cars within 
the next few weeks. 
Sales generally moved upward 
about mid-March and continue
